"Clearing a farm in 
Northern 


Wisconsin is not the enormous last 
.today that it was for Ihe 
earlier 


settler. 
Live stock, explosives .and 
land clearing machinery are 
now 


saving the'backs of the farmers and 
making Xl possible to clear in a 
few years, an area which would 
have taken a farmer of the pre- 
vious;'generation a life time." Carl 
D. Livingston of the 1,3 nd Clearing 
Division of the University of \Vis~ 
consin made that statement at the 
close of a series of land clearing 
demonstrations and experiments. 


"Dynamite is a very rrreat aid in 


many land clearing operations. Of 
course when p-.irchnscd in small lots 
it is rather expensive but when a 
community gels together to bay i! 
in car load lots a great saving can 
be effected. Hy buying cooperative- 
ly, nearly twice as much dynamite 
can be purchased for the s-hns am- 
ount of money as when bought in 
small and individual lots. 
s 
"There are now on the market 
many reliable 
grades of 
stump 
puller; 
which show real 
merit. 
These arc not expensive and with 
reasonable care they will last 
un- 


til the farm is cleared. These can 
be used alone or a faster and better 
way is first to crack 
the stump 


•with small charges of dynamite and 
then pull the shattered pieces. This 
leaves the soil in belter condition 
and makes more easy the destruc- 
tion of the slump. 


"Land clearing, while not 
easy, 


is certainly robbed of most of the 
horrors it once held for the set- 
tler and farmer of the lake states." 


Mr. Livingston has charge of a 
second stump pulling and piling de- 
monstration train 'which is now 
being operated over the Soo lines 
in ten Upper Wisconsin counties. 
The train will be in Rhinelander, 
Friday, October 13. .

Former Circuit Court Jurist 


Leaves Many Friends In 


Rhinelander 


Judge Willis Chesholm 
Silver- 
thorn, who for many years occu- 
pied 
the 
bench of the sixteenth 
judicial circuit of Wisconsin, com- 
prising the counties of Marathon, 
Lincoln, Oneida and Yilas, 
died 


Saturday . night in Wausau, which 
cily he hid made his home for ov- 
er fifty years. 
He had many per- 


sonal friends in Rhinelander. 


JudgL* Silverihorn was born in 
Toronto, Canada, Aug. 30, 183S, 
and four years later, his 
family 


moved with him to Jefferson coun- 
ty.Ji'd^e Silverthorn was appoint- 
ed lo the circuit bench by Gov. 
.Edward Scoficld in 1808, two years 
j after the letter h.id defeated him 


f.-,r the election lo the governor- 
ship. 


He practiced lav.- in Wausau for 


more than half a centiM-y, and was 
a member of the legislature early 
in the '70"s. Much of the 
jrarly 


railroad 
legislation 
in the state 
\ias 
fathered 
by Judge Silver- 
thorn. 


He attended Albion academy and 


the state university \\herc he was 
a classmate of John C. Spooner, 
former United States senator from 
Wisconsin, and was admitted 
to 


the bar in 18C3. 
During the war he supported the 
doctrines of (he Douglas 
demo- 


crats and has been a 
consistent 


lemocrat from his youth. . 


He was nominated for governor 


on the democratic ticket in 1800, 
and made a vigorous campaign a- 
gainst Gov. Scofield on the silver 
luestion, but was defeated by 
a 


large majority. 
He'was prominent in establish- 


ng a free public library for Wau- 
sau and was first president of the 
library board, holding that 
posi- 


lion for many years. 


In 18G9 he engaged in the bank-j 


ing business 
with D. L. Plumerj 
and his brother, the late 
George 


Silverthorn, 
establishing 
the in- 


stitution which later became x(he 
First National bank of Wausau. ^ 
For six years he- was district at- 


[orney of Marathon county, and in 
18GS and 1871 was elected to 
the 


lower house of the legislalure. In 
1875 he was elected io the stale 
senale. 
During his career Judge 
Silver- 


thorn was associated with 
E. L. 


Bump, M. A. Hurley, T. C. Ryan, 
D. Jones and other prominent 


lawyers in the state.
